2. Claims 1 1-13 are allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1 1-13 are found to be allowable because the prior art of record neither teaches nor 
reasonably suggests the recitations found therein including the specific core sheath structure as 
related to diameter size and pitch. Such a unique combination provides the cord with unobvious 
strength, which is desired in the elastomeric article (tire) reinforcement art.
